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GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Beginning with January 1, 1903, the jockeys 
riding at New Orleans will have quite an incen- 
tive to put forth their best efforts in the saddle. 
The Crescent Cily Jockey Club offers the fol- 
lowing prizes : To the jockey having the high- 
est “percentage” of winning mounts at the 
close of the season— March 24. 1900— the club 
will give $100 in geld ; to the second, $30. and the 
third, $20. 

Any jockey suspended for fraud will be dis- 
qualified from winning any part of the prize, 
regardless of his “percentage.” 

The word “percentage” in the foregoiug is 
rather ambiguous and misleading and does not 
appear to convey what was really meant. For 
instance, a boy could come here and ride and 
win one race only. His “percentage” would 
then be 100. This would clearly bs an injustice 
to his fellow jockeye and against the spirit of 
what was intend'd. The conditions governing 
the awarding of the prizes should be made more 
explicit. — New Orleans Picayune. 

Sydney Paget is about to leave us and return 
to England, where he has already been ewr^Jled 
in the regiment of rough riders that is being re- 
cruited for the purpose c f annihilating the war- 
like Boers. Mr. Paget feels it his duty to an- 
swer his country’s call and to forego the pleas- 
ures of high life on Broadway for the hardships 
and vicissitudes incidental to the life of the 
hard-riding devil-m* y-care Britieh trooper. 

He will find the road to Pretoria a much 
more di fficult one than the road to Mandalay.

He owned Girt fie, and raced her, as 
well as Kingston iD his two-year-old fornr., *nd 
bred Ramapo. winner of the Suburban in 1894. 
In the name of E. Y. Scedeker * Co,, a few 
years ago, his colors were often seen at the 
front, anr he was au enthusiastic turfman as 
well as a breeder, but not on a very large scalq. 

Philip J. Dwjer has decided that the exac- 
tions of owning a stable and managing it are 
too great for him to continne as a turfman on 
an extensive scale. He is extremely desirous 
to sell his entire stable and to withdraw from 
the turf as an owner. The Brooklyn tnrfman 
says: 

“If a buyer dees not appear I will sell the 
entire outfit, including saddles and all the 
appurtenances, in the early spring. Of course, 
I will not permit my colors to disappear, bat 
will purchase a horse from time to time and 
have him trained in a public stable, thereby 
avoiding the annoyances and heavy txpeuse of 
a large establishment.”
